Some strange ideals have been placed before the youth of our land during 
the last twenty yéars. Whereas formerly obedience, reverence for elders and 
 pespect for legitimate authority were tachings conveyed by the literary texts | 


used in the schools, quite different sentiments are instilled by some of the | 


hooks now studied. There is a so-called school-edition of a popular play by 
the Gérman dramatist Sudermann, which has been prepared for classes in | 
German in the high schools. Thé editor of the book says that Magda, the | 
heroine of this play, is an excellent type of a person who stands above all for | 
the “development of her individuality.” This “individuality,” however, is 
cnitivated by methods which sensible persone will not approve. She rebels — 
againet parental authority, takes the downward path, and utters shocking 
firades against “conventional morality” during the process of that develop- 
ment. 

This preachment of strange and perverse ideals of conduct unfortunately 
exerts quite often a disastrous influence also upon maturer minds. People 
begin to think that the only life worth while is one that is conspicuous for 
eclat and strenuous endéavor crowned with popular applause.
